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Hanoi frees 49 more POWS 


(’LAUK AIR BASE, Philippines (AP) 
The Communists freed 49 more 
American POWS in Hanoi today, in­ 
cluding a charter pilot held longer than 
any other U.S. civilian prisoner in the 
war. 
Among the men freed were nine 
Americans captured in Laos. A young 
Canadian missionary captured in Laos 
also was handed over. 
Two big flying hospitals brought the 
freed men from the North Vietnamese 
capital to Clark Air Base, the first stop 
on their trip home. 
The IO prisoners of the Communist 
Pathet Lao arrived first, in midaf­ 
ternoon. The other 40 Americans, who 


had been prisoners of North Vietnam, 
landed three hours later. 
The men freed today joined 27 
American 
military 
men 
and 
five 
civilians released by the Viet Cong in 
Hanoi Tuesday. Together with 67 POWS 
to be freed Thursday, they are the last 
POWS to be released by the Com­ 
munists under a repatriation program 
that began Feb. 12.

get!” exclaimed Capt. William J. Hen­ 
derson as he looked at a military pay 
chart.

mathematics as he and 31 other men 
flew from Hanoi Tuesday. It was more 
than $10,000. 
Other POWS—-pilots held since 1966 
and 1967—have found as much as 
$100,000 built up in their accounts. 
But all of them are seeing only $250 in 
“ casual pay” until they return home. 
“ We 
don’t 
want 
them 
throwing 
$60,(KH) or so around here,” said an 
Operation Homecoming official. “ We 
want them to have it when they get 
back to the States and are able to talk 
to their families and figure out how 
they should spend it. 
“ A lot of these guys are getting a lot 
of money. But no m atter how much 
they receive I don’t think anyone feels 
it’s nearly enough.” 
The $250 is spent in the Clark Field 
PX. The POWS buy double-knit suits 
and cam eras to take each other’s 
pictures, send flowers to their wives 
and buy perfume, jewelry and other 
gifts for their families. 


Some have trouble with even $250. 
“ I’m going to have to learn how to 
spend money again,” said Maj. Terry 
J. Uyeyama, 27, of Austin, Tex., as he 
bought presents for his wife earlier this 
month. 
“ It can be like a candy store,” said 
Capt. Lorren H. Torrleson, 32, of 
Carmichael, Calif. “ You’re just so 
overcome you don’t know what really 
to get. We’re not used to making 
decisions on our own.” 
The civilians freed by the Viet Cong 
and 
North 
Vietnamese 
have 
also 
received back pay from their em ­ 
ployers, but Clark officials were unsure 
about how much. A Department of 
Labor man from Washington irons out 
this for the men. 
The military POWS do not have to 
pay federal income tax on the pay they 
accumulated. Some states have also 
waived their income tax requirements 
for the men. 
According to Defense Department 
records, 79 Air Force men who were 
either prisoners or missing in action 
accumulated from $50,000 to $100,000 in 
overseas savings accounts. 
Another 247 had between $25,000 and

120 ex-Ohio Pen inm ates 
m ay hold cancer cure key

(A P) 
Somewhere in the United States, 120 
former Ohio Penitentiary inmates may 
hold the key to a cancer cure. 
The men were used as live guinea 
pigs for cancer experiments in the mid- 
1950’s. and Dr. Arthur Jam es of Co­ 
lumbus. president of the American 
Cancer Society, 
issued 
an 
appeal 
Tuesday for the men to make their 
whereabouts known. 
The appeal w as made after Dr. 
Jam es discovered 40 members of the 
test group had developed no cancer. 
Statistically, one in four adult m ales 
should have developed a cancer, said 
the 61-year-old surgeon. If none of the 
research group, or even a low per­ 
centage, developed cancer over the 
years, it could mean the experiment 
has discovered a cancer preventative, 
Jam es said. 
In the experiment, conducted by 
Jam es and Dr. Chester Southam, a 
Philadelphia im m unologist, inm ate 
volunteers were injected with live, 
human cancer cells in the period be­ 
tween 1956 and 1959. 


“ It was found that even though the 
cancer grew in the arm s for a certain 
period of time, in every case the cancer 
completely disappeared,” Jam es said. 
He said the inmates may 
have 
developed a resistance to cancer. 


“ The crux of this project is what 
percentage of the 120 developed or will 
develop cancer. If it is a low per cent, 
then it might tell us a way to prevent 
cancer,” he said. 
If a specific virus can be isolated in 
cancer, then it should be possible to 
make a vaccine against the virus, 


sim ilar to vaccines against m easles, 
mumps and polio, he added. 
Different strains of cancer were 
injected consecutively into the arm s of 
the inmates, he explained. 
“ The second time they were injected, 
the cancer did not grow as big as the 
first and disappeared more quickly. 
That indicated there was a cross-pro­ 
tection 
from 
the 
different 
cancer 
cells.” 
Jam es said he lost contact with the 
120 men because neither the resear­ 
chers nor state prison officials have 
kept current addresses. 
The men have either been paroled or 
served their sentences and begun new 
lives around the country, he said. 
Jam es said the volunteers were not 
paid. “ They wanted to do it because 
they thought they were doing it for 
humanity, and some had experienced 
cancer in their fam ilies.”

An emergency 
railroad service company, called in 
from Frankfort, Ky., used two large 
bulldozers to set the two locomotives 
and the cars back on the tracks. 
The second locomotive of the 50-car 
freight train was in running condition 
and was used to push the damaged 
diesel engine from the crash area after 
they were set back on the tracks. Six of 
the cars following the two locomotives 
also had to be set back on the tracks 
before they were moved from the 
scene. 
Workmen 
said 
the 
tracks 
were 
usable at the present time but further 
repairs, including laying new ties and 
straightening rails, are continuing. 


BOB BARNHART, Washington C. H. 
station m anager, said no local trains 
were delayed or rerouted because of 
the crash. One of the boxcars knocked 
off the tracks temporarily blocked the 
parallel DT&I tracks but w as removed 
by a bulldozer Tuesday night and did 
not create delays. 
Barnhart said the B&O train, south­ 
bound No. 94 (Dayton to Chillicothe) 
was supposed to stop and switch to a 
side track but had apparently failed to 
do so. 
The actual crash occurred at 2:10 
p.m. when the freight train plowed into 
three cars, one loaded with building 
m aterials, parked on the main tracks 
just north of the Millikan Avenue 
crossing. City police who made a 
routine investigation of the accident, 
said the point of impact was about 250 
feet north of the crossing. 
All three cars were knocked off the 
tracks and overturned.

Eckhart appointm ent faces uncertain vote 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)— Gov. John 
G illigan ’s appointm ent of Henry 
Eckhart as chairman of the Public 
Utilities Commission headed to an un­ 
certain vote in the Senate today. 
The action tended to overshadow a 
House vote 
on 
the 
Equal 
Rights 
Amendment to the U.S. Constitution, 
which many legislators contend means 
nothing 
in 
light 
of 
recent 
court 
decision s assu rin g women equal 
treatment. 
The Senate Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, by a 5-to-2 vote, Tuesday voted 
to reject the appointment of Eckhart. 
The Rules Committee immediately 


scheduled a full Senate confirmation 
vote for today. 
Eckhart was two years into his term 
when he resigned and Gilligan re­ 
appointed him to a new six-year term, 
enabling him to receive a $2,288-a-year 
pay increase. 
Eckhart barely escaped when he 
appeared before the Senate on his first 
appointment. The Senate failed to act 
on his confirmation, letting it become 
automatic when 
that 
session 
(the 
109th) ajourned. 
A 
vote 
ag ain st 
confirm ation, 
however, would put him out of the 
$25,168-a-year job. Republicans control 


the Senate 17-16, with 17 votes needed 
for confirmation. 
There were reports late Tuesday that 
a couple of Democrats would vote 
against confirmation. Sim ilar reports 
indicated that as many Republicans 
might vote for it. 
“ I don’t know,” said Sen. Michael J. 
Maloney, R-7 Cincinnati, chairm an of 
Ways 
and 
M eans. 
“ We’ll 
know 
tomorrow.*’ 
Gilligan’s aides were busy during the 
afternoon “ twisting arm s” —as one 
Democrat put it—to line up support for 
Eckhart. 
Some Democrats, as well as most

pay raise and an additional two years.

Hunt, one of five who pleaded guilty 
at the start of the W atergate trial last 
January, spent more than an hour 
before the grand jury Tuesday. His 
return indicated he was answering 
questions, unlike G. Gordon Liddy, 
a n o th e r convicted d efen d an t, who 
refused Monday to answ er questions on 
grounds of possible self-incrimination. 
M eanw hile, two key R epublican 
senators urged President Nixon to let 
W’hite House Counsel John W. Dean III 
testify before the W atergate panel.

.John M cClaughry, who once tried to 
outline a program for Senator Charles 
Percy that would prom ote hom e 
ownership in rebuilt ghetto areas, is a 
man who won t be pushed out of sight.

continuing drift to socialism , he took 
himself to Vermont, thinking thereby 
to get back among people who believed 
in self-sufficient individuals. (Not all 
Vermonters do, but that is another 
story.) 
As i State R epresentative from 1968 
to 1972. he preached his gospel at the 
small community grassroots. M ean­ 
while he

House encouragement, on an

panded Ownership

for the 
Sabre Foundation. The idea was to 
present a tissue of ideas to Presidential 
Assistant John D. Ehrlichm an that 
would help the Nixon Adm inistration 
spread a genuine property base in this 
country 
Some of the Sabre Report recom ­ 
mendations involve too much depen­ 
dence on complicated legislation for 
my libertarian taste. After all, the 
easiest and simplest way to spread the 
property base would be to let people 
keep more of their own money. But 
there seems to be no way of lowering 
taxes, or going over to Milton F ried­ 
man s recommendation of a flat-rate, 
income tax system, that would still 
satisfy the myriad hoggish pressure 
groups in our democracy, so m aybe 
Mr 
McClaughry*s com pensatory in­ 
tricacies are the best we can hope to 
get. 


MR. MCCLAUGHRY is not in ­ 
terested in helping the big corporations 
to grow bigger in concentrated hands. 
But he is no enemy of the sort of capital 
form ation that we need to run modern 
industry. He has a plan for creating 
government-sponsored 
interm ediary 
institutions that would provide equity 
in v estm en ts for low and m iddle- 
income families. He would allow a 
m ore favorable tax treatm ent of profit- 
sharing trusts. He would completely 
revise the principle of gift and estate 
taxation, basing the governm ent’s take 
not on the size of the donor’s or the 
deceased’s net worth but on the size of 
the individual bequests and the net 
worth of the recipient. He would give 
all sorts of breaks to home owners, 
particularly 
in 
the 
lower 
income 
brackets. He would require pension 


plans to provide for “greater vesting 
and portability.’’ And, to get the whole 
thing rolling, he would have Nixon call 
a W hite House Conference on Ex­ 
panded Ownership, to be tim ed with 
p re lim in a ry p re p a ra tio n s for our 
upcoming bicentennial as a nation in 
1976. 


Mr. M cClaughry’s program involves 
m aking the Internal Revenue Service 
an even m ore intim ate part of our 
national life than it now is, which is 
hardly consonant with the idea that 
people should be encouraged to take 


care of them selves. But we have 
alw ays been a paradoxical nation. The 
Pre-em ption and Hom estead Acts of 
the Nineteenth Century, the Federal 
F arm Loan Act of 1916, the Home 


Owners 
Loan 
Corp., 
the 
National 
H ousing A ct, th e B ank h ead -Jo n es 
F arm Tenant Act, the Small Business 
Act of 1953, and the tax deductibility of 
hom e m ortgage income paym ents are 
w ell-know n h isto ric ex am p les of 
governm ent efforts to m ake people 
independent of governm ent. We are in 
the habit of living with such con­ 
tradictions, and it is perhaps too much 
to hope that we will change. 


I COULD WISH, however, that Mr. 
M cG aughry had reached over the 
heads of the politicians in his crusade 
for expanding the private property 
base. After all, a num ber of companies 
have instituted good profit-sharing 


plans without waiting for the Internal 
Revenue Service to stick tax-rem ission 
carrots under their noses. Some of 
these com panies are am ong our best 
profit-m akers. Other com panies have 
pension plans that don’t cheat those 
who see fit at som e point to change 


their jobs. In the 1930s I wrote ex­ 
tensively on such property-expanding 
concepts as the Borsodi Plan for cut­ 
ting the costs of real estate subdivision. 
The consum ers’ cooperative idea is an 
old 19th century story. 


Individuals don’t actually need the 
help of government to the extent that 
Mr. McClaughry proposes. But since 
most of them think they do, the Mc­ 
Claughry program will have to suffice 
until oar present clim ate of opinion 
changes. It would be nice to think this 
could happen before our bicentennial 
year, but it probably will not.

Too much government, party feels

C LEV ELA N D (A P) - The average 
person doesn’t go around violating 
other peoples’ rights, said Kay Harroff, 
chairman of Ohio’s Libertarian Party, 
but governments do it all the time. 
That's why, she said, if she could do 
any one thing she wanted, she would 
“ abolish the federal government.” 
And 
getting 
rid 
“ of 
as 
much 
government as possible,” she said is 
her party’s aim. 
“ Any law which uses force to violate 
rights — that law s wrong, it’s im­ 
moral,” she said. “ All tax laws we 
oppose." 
But a law that “ protects rights — 
laws against trespass, libel, any laws 
protecting property, that we favor. 
“ No one has the right to one minute 
of our lives or one penny of our in­ 
comes,” she said adding that govern­ 
ment lacks them because “ you cannot 
delegate a nonexistant right.” The 42- 
year-old Cleveland businesswoman 
heads a party with “ very active” 
groups in Cincinnati and Dayton and 
“ not so active’’ ones in Columbus and 
Toledo. In keeping with party concepts, 
local groups are “ free to operate pretty 
much autonomously,” she said.

There also are hundreds of broadcast 
executives wandering about, braving 
hard-sell campaigns with a wan smile 
while expressing hopes the next 
elevator shows up before the con­ 
vention ends. 
Almost unnoticed in all this when the 
convention began Monday morning 
was a broadcast workshop session 
called “ Woman Power: Use It or Lose 
It.” 
It 
was run 
by

group called 
Am erican 
Women 
in 
Radio 
& 
Television (AW RT). Monday’s session 
marked the first time AW RT ever had 


been part of the regular NAB con­ 
vention schedule. 
The 22-year-old organization claims 
a national membership of 2,800 women 
in broadcasting and advertising, ac­ 
cording to Rose Blyth Kemp, A W RT’s 
president, and vice president of a small 
Los Angeles college that specializes in 
broadcast education. 
The three AW RT panelists, one of 
them Miss Kemp, downplayed the 
negative, accentuated the positive and 
essentially said sex discrimination in 
broadcasting is slowly on the way out 
As a result they were accused of 
“ smugness” by a 
woman 
in 
the 
audience of both men and women. 
Except for that moment, there was 
little 
rancor or bitterness 
in 
the 
proceedings. And there was a pretty 
interesting claim made by one panelist 
and two male station managers in the 
audience. 
They said that while small radio 
stations offer a wide world of op­ 
portunities to women, 
few 
young 
women try to gain experience with 
them before moving on to big-time 
broadcasting. 
“ They 
head 
mostly 
to 
big 
metropolitan areas to find jobs, rather 
than out to the small stations that could 
give them some experience in every 
phase of the business,” the panelist, 
Mrs. Virginia Pate Wetter, said in an 
interview.

Minnie Pearl, one of the country s 
best-known comediennes, addressed 
the audience on a rare serious note 
saying, “ I know cancer can be cured 
now. In Ohio alone there are over 77,000 
men, women, and children alive and 
well today who guarded their life 
through early diagnosis and prompt 
treatment.

Because 
M iss Pearl lost her mother and sister to 
cancer, she plans on working the rest of 
her life in fighting the disease to the 
finish.

involves risks, hard facts

NEW YORK <AP) — In the hectic. 
risky 
game of commodity 
futures 
trading, factors such as crop reports, 
w eath er 
conditions, 
governm ent 
policy, consumer income, eating habits 
and world trade prospects all figure in 
the calculations. 
Seemingly it is a very real world of 
hard facts that, if studied and un 
derstood. will permit the speculator to 
forecast accurately the price of frozen 
chickens or corn or silver or 60 other 
items up to a year ahead 
But there is an element of unreality 
too In only about one per cent of trades 
does the sp e c u la to r re ally want 
delivery at a future date. He is really 
trading in risks rather than products; 
most often he sells out before delivery 
Who does get delivery; Eventually it 
ends 
up 
in 
the 
w arehouses 
of 
processors and distributors who really 
want and need to buy cocoa, hogs, 
coffee, bacon, eggs or what have you 
Without real buyers, th e re s be no 
market. 
Producers and processors of com ­ 
modities trade mainly because they 
want to stabilize their prices. They arc 
w illing to buy and sell at specific prices 
now—for commodities to be delivered 
at a future date 
Speculators, who m ake up the other 
part of the market, are willing lo 
assume the risk of price fluctuations. 
They bet that prices will be higher or 
lower months from now. If right, they 
collect their reward for taking the risk 
In accepting this risk they relieve the 


processor or grower or distributor of 
any doubts about his cost ol doing busi 
ness. He can a sc e rta in expenses 
months ahead of the time his raw 
materials are sold or bought. 
If you want to probe deeper into the 
miracles of commodities 
and if you 
play the gam e you must you had 
ix'tter be prepared to doubt your in 
telligence 
It can be an incredibly 
complex game. risky too, but it offers 
unmatched profits 
It is a market, for instance, that 
rewarded soybean meal speculators 
who put up SWK* in November 1972 w itll 
profits of mort' than $10,000 when they 
sold out last month 
For $300, iced 
broiler speculators netted $3,078 in the 
same time 
Margin makes it possible. With cash 
on the line being only 5 to IO per cent of 
the purchase price 
really a perform­ 
ance bond or e a rn e st 
money 
a 
speculator can develop tremendous 
leverage Sometimes it’s up. most often 
down. 
There is an old saying in the business 
that you never buck a trend and that 
you let your profits run. That is. if you 
believe prices are going to rise and 
they fall, sell out. If they continue to 
rise, stay with it. 
Most commodity officials seem to 
think that about 75 per cent of trade's 
result in losses. Still, those who pick 
only 25 per cent correctly often m ake 
big profits because they jum poff their 
losers quickly and ride their winners. 
No surprise then that trading is 
booming, that a seat on the Chicago 


Mercantile Exchange costs more than 
one on the New York Stock Exchange, 
that volume on the Chicago Board of 
Trade has more than doubled in five 
years, 
I ast y ear the Board of Trade handled 
$!23 billion in contracts. The Mer­ 
cantile Exchange produced $66 billion 
volume And trading at Kansas City, 
Winnipeg. Minneapolis, New York and 
elsewhere pushed the total over $200 
billion.

LIBERTY CENTER, Ohio (AP) 
Volunteers patrol the streets of 'his 
northern Henry County community 
every night so 1,200 residents can go to 
bed without worrying about arson. 
Families retire each night knowing 
that four fires have erupted in the town 
since November. State and local in­ 
vestigators point to arson in at least 
two of the blazes, which have caused a 
total of $1.5 million damage, but no 
injuries. 
“ I don't know if the patrols have been 
effective, but they make people feel 
better,” said Town Fire Chief Burdette 
Spiess. “ You can go to bod knowing a 
patrol car is on the streets.” 
Since 80 residents volunteered to 
share patroling the town from IO p.m. 
to 6 a m. every night, “ absolutely 
nothing has turned up.” said School 
Supt. Jack Slagle. 


The first blaze destroyed the 80-year- 
old high school, except for the cafeteria 
and the gymnasium. Then, two fires 
occurred within a month of each other 
at the town’s elementary school. The 
last fire in January leveled the com­ 
munity’s only grain elevator. 
Fire Chief Spiess said the two fires at 
the elementary school were set, “ but 
we don’t know for sure at the high 
school. A faulty electrical wire is the 
only thing we could come up with. 
“ I 
don't 
know 
about 
the 
grain 
elevator. It burned so bad that we 
couldn’t tell anything. 
He said investigat ions of the fires are 
continuing. 


‘‘Everybody is edgy,” said Slagle, 
who now works out of a mobile home 
near the high school ruins. ‘‘Everybody 
wishes the person was caught. 
“ As far as the investigators and I are 
concerned, we are certain it is not a 
student or anyone connected with the 
school.” 
Slagle said, “The consensus is that it 
is somebody close at hand. We’re going 
on the opinion that it is somebody who 
has a very bad mental condition.” 
The three school fires caused $1.25 


million 
d am ag e 
and 
forced 
the 
relocation of high school students in the 
nearby elementary school. That move 
pushed 300 first, second and third 
graders into four area churches, one as 
far awa-v as four miles from town. 
Slagle said 900 students are now 
cram m ed into the elementary school, 
which has a capacity for 650. 
Easing the crowding is as much as 
two years away when a new high school 
can be completed, he said. 
Slagle, his secretary and the clerk of 
the board of education work in a 65-foot 
mobile home on the school grounds. “I 
work in the bedroom, my secretary in 
the living room and the clerk in the 
k itch en ,” 
he said. 
Two sm aller 
bedrooms are used 
for 
files 
and 
mimeographing equipment 
The superintendent said the trailer 
has been used for meetings, but in 
dicated the quarters were cramped 
with more than IO persons. 
Because of school work lost to the 
fires, Slagle said, classes will continue 
four days beyond the normal school 
year. 
He said, “ I think the fires have 
brought the community much closer 
together. Everybody is more aware of 
things going on than before, and they 
are more observant of things at night.” 
Spiess said, “We have been scared — 
the whole community has been scared. 
It’s just one of those things that happen 
to a small town. 
“You read about it in a paper, but 
you never think it comes home. But it 
did.”

China urges seabed pact 
on resources, atom subs 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) — 
C hina has called for development of 
resources beneath the oceans’ floors by 
an international agency and for a ban 
on nuclear submarines in international 
waters. 
The proposals were made Tuesday in 
a U.N. working group that is making 
preparations for an international con­ 
ference on law of the sea. 
Chinese delegate Sha Pu said the 
proposed international seabed agency 
should be “empowered to engage in the 
direct exploitation of resources and not 
just handle reg istratio n , license- 
issuing and collection of fees or just 
supervise and coordinate m atters 
relating to seabed resources.” 
China 
appears to 
be 
the 
first 
government to propose international 
exploitation of seabed resources. The 
United States has proposed a treaty 
establishing an International Seabed 
Resource Authority, 
but 
it 
would 


license governments and firms to mine 
the seabed. Some of the payments to 
the authority would be used to help 
developing countries. 
Oil and gas are the chief resources 
now being taken from the seabed. This 
is being done by private firms licensed 
by various governments and drilling on 
the continental shelfs. But deep sea 
mining of manganese nodules and 
other minerals and deep sea drilling in 
international waters is expected to be 
feasible within a few years. 


Sha said that until international 
machinery is set up to handle such 
operations ‘mommercial exploitation 
of resources of the international seabed 
should cease.” He accused the United 
States of jumping the gun on such ex­ 
ploitation. 


The international conference on the 
law of the sea is to open at U.N. 
headquarters next November.

Schedule votes 
to overturn 
vo-rehab veto 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The crucial 
vote is likely in the House next week on 
a $2 6-billion vocational-rehabilitation 
bill, vetoed by President Nixon to force 
the year’s first showdown on spending 
with the Democratic-controlled Con­ 
gress. 
The Senate is expected to muster the 
needed two-thirds vote to override 
Nixon’s veto when it takes up the 
measure next Tuesday. The House out­ 
look is considered uncertain. 
Though 
both 
House and 
Senate 
passed the bill by lopsided margins, a 
House move backed by the Nixon 
administration to reduce it was beaten 
on a relatively close 213-165 vote. 
The measure, a three-year extension 
of the program that provides grants to 
the states for the physically and 
mentally handicapped, was the first of 
12 bills vetoed by Nixon last year, after 
Congress adjourned, to meet the same 
fate after repassage this year. 
This year’s bill is $800 million 
smaller than the one vetoed last year. 
An authorization measure, it sets the 
ceiling for the program with actual 
funds to be provided in a later appro­ 
priations bill. 
In his veto message Tuesday, Nixon 
declared that enactment of measures 
that surpass his budget could lead to a 
15-percent increase in personal income 
taxes. 
“ If we allow the big spenders to 
sweep aside budgetary restraints,” 
Nixon said, “we can expect an increase 
of more than $50 billion in federal 
spending before the end of fiscal year 
1975.” 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., chief 
Senate sponsor, 
replied that 
“ the 
President clearly hasn't read this bill 
and doesn’t know what’s in it.” 
He said the vocationa-rehabilitation 
programs “ have proven to be among 
the most cost-effective of any in the 
federal government” and added that 
this year’s bill “has met the President 
more than half way” by cutting $881 
million from the 1972 measure.

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$2,000 raise merely m aintains an even heel 


M INNEAPOLIS, Minn. (A P) — A 
recent $2,000 raise has enabled the 
Marvin Menzels to maintain last year’s 
standard of living. 
“That should tell you something right 
there, 
said Menzel, about his raise 
and promotion to a product manager at 
Honeywell Inc., the electronics and 
computer firm. 
Very few people have that good 
fortune and if it takes that drastic an 
increase to maintain your standard of 
living then I think the stituation is 
pretty serious.’’ His increase comes to 
about 13 per cent. 
Menzel, his wife Dawn and two 
children live modestly if not frugally on 
his new gross income of $17,000. While 
the Menzels haven’t had to make any 
major cutbacks, except for buying less 
expensive cuts of meat, neither can 
remember ever being so conscious of 
money and prices. 
Menzel is planning to replace his 1969 
Ford — she has a 1971 Pinto - but not 
before he does some serious com­ 
parison shopping. 
“ I can’t remember when I’ve been so 
deliberate about buying a car,” said 
Menzel, 29. “ It will probably be a 
trauma.” 
Last summer they planted a small 
vegetable garden for the children to 
play with. This year they plan to raise 
vegetables. 
Recently they tallied their canceled 
checks for food from Jan. I through 
March 15 of last year and came up with 
$299. This year the figure was $380.38. 
“ But we aren’t exactly eating like we 
were eating last year,” said Mrs. 
Menzel, 25. “ You watch more closely. 
You go from hamburger to the roast. 
You try to figure out where is the most 
waste by shrinkage or by bone.” 
Sirloin steak is now a company-only 
treat and a weekly menu more than 
likely will include spaghetti, hash, pork 
and chile. Sometimes she shops several 
times in one week because, she said, 
she can’t face spending a large sum of 
money all at once. 
A year ago she shopped at only one 
grocery store. 
Now it’s two and 
recently, when she wanted to fill her 
freezer, she went to three. 
For that shopping trip Mrs. Menzel 
scrutinized four full-page newspaper 
ads, clipped coupons and made three 
shopping lists. Before it was all over 
the excursion took two hours and cost 
$50.17 for IO bags of groceries. 
Bananas were IO cents a pound 
where she bought them; 
12 cents 
elsewhere. The beef steak she bought 
was 99 cents a pound; $1.59 at another 
store. She got turkey for 49 cents a 
pound instead of 59 cents and 79 cents 
at two other markets. 
The Menzels do not keep a formal 
budget but their joint checking ac­ 
count, which they balance carefully, 
serves that purpose. 
She writes a check for everything, 
even 72 cents to the newsboy. 
Both cars are paid for. In fact, she 
paid cash for the Pinto and insisted that 
the car dealer remove the white side­ 
wall tires and radio in order to bring 
down the cost. Menzel makes all the 
car repairs. 
Their decisions to buy are made 
carefully. They almost always pay 
cash and always buy sale items. When 
they bought their Mediterrean-style 
bedroom and living room furniture on 
sale, they persuaded the store to give 
them a cut on a color television and 
stereo console, too. 
Their only installment payment is on 
the 25-year, 7VA per cent mortgage on 
their $32,000, three-bedroom home on 
the outskirts of Edina, a prosperous 
suburb of Minneapolis. Though they 
could have gotten more house for less 
money in another suburb, they chose 
this one in what she calls the “ poor 
man’s end of Edina” so the children 
could go to the area’s good schools. 
The Menzels have a simple lifestyle, 
centered around the Lutheran church 
and their family. They do not drink or 
smoke. 
She has no ambition to have a large 
house, a swimming pool or mem­ 
bership in the country club, not far 
from their home. Her most expensive 
dress cost $40, a purchase she feels 
guilty about but she rationalizes that 
she has worn it frequently. 
He needs a new suit, a $150 ex­ 
penditure, and possibly he would like a 
pool 
table 
for 
their 
basement 
recreation room. He will buy the suit. 
The pool table he can do without. 
They do most of the repairs on their 
home. They remodeled the kitchen for 
about $1,000, which included the pur­ 
chase price of a garbage disposal and 
dishwasher. They had the linoleum 
floor laid professionally, though they 
took up the old carpet and did the 
sanding themselves. 
Kristine, 5, attends a morning nur­ 
sery school which costs $21 a month but 
so far most of the children’s expenses 
are small.

She tries to convey good spending 
habits to the children.

She re­ 
sists the temptation to let the children 
add items to the grocery cart. 
Even Scott recently exclaimed about 
the increase in prices when the tooth 
fairy left him 25 cents for a molar, in­

For entertainment, the Menzels go to 
a movie about once every two months 
at $2.75 per ticket.

Perry, the Cy Young Award winner 
in 1970 when he compiled a 24-12 
record, is the winningest active pitcher 
in the American league with a career 
mark of 180-139. The 6-foot-4 left­ 
hander, who’ll be entering his 15th 
major league season, was 13-16 with the 


third-place Twins last year with a 3.34 
earned run average. He earns an 
estimated $68,OOO a year. 
Meanwhile, Marichal, the National 
League’s winningest active pitcher 
with a 227-125 career record, took a 
giant step on the road to recovery from 
a season of injuries by hurling seven 
innings of hitless ball as San Francisco 
stopped the San Diego Padres on one 
hit 6-0. 


And McCovey, the Giants’ slugging 
first baseman who missed much of last 
season with a broken right forearm, 
belted a two-run home run and added 
an HBI single to provide the offensive 
power.

A Doctor and His Patients 


The relationship between a doctor 
and his patients is built slowly on faith 
and mutual understanding. 
This structure assures patients of 
devotion, in addition to the effort to 
solve their physical, emotional, and, 
sometimes, even social problems. 
A bond that is so vital must, every 
once in a while, be revitalized so that it 
never is casually taken for granted. 
In order to do so, it is important for 
patients to project themselves in the 
lives of the doctor and consider the 
myriad factors that enter into any 
advice that he offers. 
The doctor and his knowledge 
represent years of intensive training. 
Yet he, too, is merely mortal. His own 
pattern of living presents problems 
that can be identical with those of his 
patients. 
All physicians have family respon­ 
sibilities. As parents, their problems 
are no different from those of their 
patients. 
And illnesses play a role in their lives 
as acutely as in the lives of their 
patients. 
Emotional upsets and conflicts occur 
with the same intensity, and demand 
time-consuming attention. 
Yet the doctor is too often expected to 
be almost superhuman in the control of 
his own emotions while acting as the 
stabilizer in the lives of his patients. 
One of the great contributions a 
patient can make in the doctor-patient 
relationship is to be sensitive and 
understanding of the pressures on the 
doctor as he tries to maintain a com­ 
plete picture of calm objectivity. 
The patient has the right to seek 
relief from his anxieties about illness, 


in addition to the treatment for his 
physical complaints. 
The doctor’s major responsibility is 
to return his patients to good health, 
and to assuage the fears and anxieties 
that are so destructive to the lives of 
his patients. 
The modern, secure doctor is able to 
say to his patients, “I don’t know yet 
what your problem is, but I will find 
out.” 
Patients 
sometimes 
unreasonably insist that a doctor 
commit himself immediately to 
knowing all the answers to all the 
problems that may arise. 
It is often imperative to seek ad­ 
ditional advice from specialists before 
a complex problem is completely 
understood. Doctors freely seek such 
additional support, and patients should 
feel free to ask for such confirmation of 
a medical opinion. 
Open and frank discussion with a 
doctor about an additional opinion has 
many advantages. Doctors do not 
consider it is a reflection on them if a 
patient and his family ask for con­ 
sultation with a specialist. 
When there is complete faith in the 
relationship between doctor and 
patient, the patient asks the doctor to 
suggest a consultant rather than to find 
one without the doctor’s knowledge. 
Then the combined judgment really 
becomes valuable and the bond bet­ 
ween 
the doctor and patient 
is 
solidified. 
When any conflict arises between a 
doctor and his patient it can be 
clarified and rectified with an attitude 
of mutual respect. This bond is too vital 
to be sacrificed by petty misun­ 
derstanding.

At 
practically every table the contract 
was two spades, played by South, and 
the outcome was almost uniformly the 
same at each table. 
West invariably led the king of 
diamonds, East playing the nine to 
show a doubleton. West continued with 
the ace and another diamond, East 
ruffing the third round of the suit. 


East returned the queen of spades at 
this point, and as a result South wound 
up with the rest of the tricks. He drew 
two rounds of trumps, cashed the K-J of 
clubs, entered dummy with a trump, 
discarded both his hearts on the A Q of 
clubs, and in that way made two spades 
with two overtricks. 
But at one table the East-West pair 
defended the hand perfectly and South 
went down two at two spades! 
Here, also, West led the king of 
diamonds but East played the deuce 
instead of the nine, thus in effect 
commanding a switch to another suit.

67 remain in Red hands 
Hanoi frees 49 more POWs 


CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines (AP) 
— The Communists freed 49 more 
American POWs in Hanoi today, in­ 
cluding a charter pilot held longer than 
any other U.S. civilian prisoner in the 
war. 
Among the men freed were nine 
Americans captured in Laos. A young 
Canadian missionary captured in Laos 
also was handed over. 
Two big flying hospitals brought the 
freed men from the North Vietnamese 
capital to Clark Air Base, the first stop 
on their trip home. 
The IO prisoners of the Communist 
Pathet Lao arrived first, in midaf­ 
ternoon. The other 40 Americans, who 


had been prisoners of North Vietnam, 
landed three hours later. 
The men freed today joined 27 
American 
m ilitary 
men 
and 
five 
civilians released by the Viet Cong in 
Hanoi Tuesday. Together with 67 POWS 
to be freed Thursday, they are the last 
POWs to be released by the Com­ 
munists under a repatriation program 
that began Feb. 12. 
Hanoi 
says the 67 being freed 
Thursday are the last Americans held 
in Vietnam. When they are handed 
over, a total of 587 American m ilitary 
men and civilians will have been re­ 
leased since Feb. 12.

CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines (AP) 
— “Look at the money I’m going to 
get!” exclaimed Capt. William J. Hen­ 
derson as he looked at a m ilitary pay 
chart. 
The

from 
Milwaukee, Wis., who was shot down 
April 
3, 
1972, 
did 
som e 
quick 
mathematics as he and 31 other men 
flew from Hanoi Tuesday. It was more 
than $10,000. 
Other POWs—pilots held since 1966 
and 1967—have found as much as 
$100,(KIO built up in their accounts. 
But all of them are seeing only $250 in 
“casual pay” until they return home. 
“We don’t 
want 
them 
throwing 
$60,000 or so around here,” said an 
Operation Homecoming official. “ We 
want them to have it when they get 
back to the States and are able to talk 
to their families and figure out how 
they should spend it. 
“A lot of these guys are getting a lot 
of money. But no m atter how much 
they receive I don’t think anyone feels 
it’s nearly enough.” 
The $250 is spent in the Clark Field 
PX. The POWs buy double-knit suits 
and cam eras to take each other’s 
pictures, send flowers to their wives 
and buy perfume, jewelry and other 
gifts for their families. 


Some have trouble with even $250. 
“I’m going to have to learn how to 
spend money again,” said Maj. Terry 
J. Uyeyama, 27, of Austin, Tex., as he 
bought presents for his wife earlier this 
month. 
“It can be like a candy store,” said 
Capt. Lorren H. Torrleson, 32, of 
Carmichael, Calif. “You’re just so 
overcome you don’t know what really 
to get. We’re not used to making 
decisions on our own.” 
The civilians freed by the Viet Cong 
and North 
Vietnamese 
have 
also 
received back pay from their em­ 
ployers, but Clark officials were unsure 
about how much. A Departm ent of 
Labor man from Washington irons out 
this for the men. 
The m ilitary POWs do not have to 
pay federal income tax on the pay they 
accumulated. Some states have also 
waived their income tax requirem ents 
for the men. 
According to Defense Departm ent 
records, 79 Air Force men who were 
either prisoners or missing in action 
accumulated from $50,000 to $100,000 in 
overseas savings accounts. 
Another 247 had between $25,000 and 
$50,000. One Army Spec. 5 captured 
during the 1968 Tet offensive had 
$25,000 in pay waiting for him. 
120 ex-Ohio Pen inmates 
may hold cancer cure key 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
Somewhere in the United States, 120 
former Ohio Penitentiary inmates may 
hold the key to a cancer cure. 
The men were used as live guinea 
pigs for cancer experiments in the mid- 
1950’s, and Dr. Arthur Jam es of Co­ 
lumbus. president of the American 
Cancer Society, 
issued 
an 
appeal 
Tuesday for the men to make their 
whereabouts known. 
The appeal was made after Dr. 
Jam es discovered 40 m embers of the 
test group had developed no cancer. 
Statistically, one in four adult males 
should have developed a cancer, said 
the 61-year-old surgeon. If none of the 
research group, or even a low per­ 
centage, developed cancer over the 
years, it could mean the experiment 
has discovered a cancer preventative, 
Jam es said. 
In the experiment, conducted by 
Jam es and Dr. Chester Southam, a 
Philadelphia im m unologist, inm ate 
volunteers were injected with live, 
human cancer cells in the period be­ 
tween 1956 and 1959. 
“ It was found that even though the 
cancer grew in the arm s for a certain 
period of time, in every case the cancer 
completely disappeared,” Jam es said. 
He said the inmates may have 
developed a resistance to cancer. 


“The crux of this project is what 
percentage of the 120 developed or will 
develop cancer. If it is a low per cent, 
then it might tell us a way to prevent 
cancer,” he said. 
If a specific virus can be isolated in 
cancer, then it should be possible to 
make a vaccine against the virus, 


similar to vaccines against measles, 
mumps and polio, he added. 
Different strains of cancer were 
injected consecutively into the arm s of 
the inmates, he explained. 
“The second time they were injected, 
the cancer did not grow as big as the 
first and disappeared more quickly. 
That indicated there was a cross-pro­ 
tection 
from 
the different 
cancer 
cells.” 
Jam es said he lost contact with the 
120 men because neither the resear­ 
chers nor state prison officials have 
kept current addresses. 
The men have either been paroled or 
served their sentences and begun new 
lives around the country, he said. 
Jam es said the volunteers were not 
paid. “They wanted to do it because 
they thought they were doing it for 
humanity, and some had experienced 
cancer in their families.” 


Lao prisoners had to circle Clark Field 
for 20 minutes because a T33 trainer 
had blown a tire on landing and was 
blocking the runway.

Walter 
M. 
Stischer, 42, of Austin, Tex., the senior 
military man freed by the Laotians, 
told the crowd of welcomers: “On 
behalf of all of us I would like to thank 
you and all of the people of the United 
States of America for making our 
return possible. Thank you.’’ 
The IO men all appeared in good 
condition. Two of them, Lloyd D. Op- 
pel, 21, a Canadian missionary from 
British Columbia, 
and Samuel A. 
Mattix, 20, an American missionary 
from Centralia, Wash., waved their 
arm s exuberantly. Oppel and Mattix 
were captured last Oct. 28 when the 
Communists overran the town 
of 
Kengkok, in southern Laos. 
Ernest C. Brace, 41, a charter pilot 
who had been a Communist captive 
longer than any other civilian in In­ 
dochina, appeared on the verge of tears 
as he moved down the red carpet 
shaking hands with the welcoming 
officials. He smiled, and several of his 
front teeth were missing. 
Brace, whose wife lives in Atlanta, 
Ga., was captured on May 21, 1965.

A protest 
Brando spurns 
Oscar; Liza 
accepts hers 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) — 
M arlon 
Brando has turned down the Academy 
Award for best actor of 1972, sending an 
Indian girl to make the refusal because 
he thinks the film industry does not 
treat the American Indian properly. 
Brando was selected for his por­ 
trayal of the gangland boss in “The 
Godfather,” which was named best 
film of the year by the Motion Picture 
Academy in ceremonies Tuesday night 
at the Los Angeles Music Center. 
Liza Minnelli, the nightclub singer of 
“Cabaret,” was picked as best actress. 
The musical is set in Germany. 
Sacheen Littlefeather said Brando 
had sent her to “regretfully” refuse the 
award. The announcement was greeted 
by boos, then by scattered applause as

she said the refusal was because of 
treatm ent of American Indians by the 
film industry and by television in 
movie reruns and because of recent 
happenings at Wounded Knee, S.D. 
Militant Indians have held the historic 
village for 29 days. 
Miss Minnelli, daughter of the late 
entertainer Judy Garland, gratefully 
accepted her award after Brando’s 
refusal of his. 
“Thank you very much for this 
award. You have made me very 
happy,” she said. 
This was the second time in two 
years that an Oscar for best actor was 
turned down. George C. Scott said in 
advance in 1971 he would not accept if 
he won for his performance in “P at­ 
ton.” He won and the golden statuette 
is still unclaimed. 
Brando won an Academy Award in 
1954 for “On the W aterfront,” and 
appeared personally to accept the 
Oscar. He has been nominated six 
times for best actor. 
Miss Littlefeather, who said she 
represented the 
Native Americans 
Affirmative Image Committee, said 
backstage that Brando “would have 
been here in person but thought he 
could be more helpful at Wounded 
Knee.” She declined to answer any 
questions about whether Brando had

been cleared and 
com pleted at the 
M illikan Avenue crossing of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad where a 
freight train slammed into the rear of 
three stationary box cars Tuesday 
afternoon, injuring three trainmen, 
and causing an estim ated $61,000 
damage. 
Crews from the local station worked 
until after 3 a.m. Wednesday to clear 
the wreckage and be in repairs on the 
badly damaged tracks. An emergency 
railroad service company, called in 
from Frankfort, Ky., used two large 
bulldozers to set the two locomotives 
and the cars back on the tracks. 
The second locomotive of the 50-car 
freight train was in running condition 
and was used to push the damaged 
diesel engine from the crash area after 
they were set back on the tracks. Six of 
the cars following the two locomotives 
also had to be set back on the tracks 
before they were moved from the 
scene. 
Workmen said the 
tracks 
were 
usable at the present time but further 
repairs, including laying new ties and 
straightening rails, are continuing. 


BOB BARNHART, Washington C. H. 
station manager, said no local trains 
were delayed or rerouted because of 
the crash. One of the boxcars knocked 
off the tracks temporarily blocked the 
parallel DT&I tracks but was removed 
by a bulldozer Tuesday night and did 
not create delays. 
Barnhart said the B&O train, south­ 
bound No. 94 (Dayton to Chillicothe) 
was supposed to stop and switch to a 
side track but had apparently failed to 
do so. 
The actual clash occurred at 2:10 
p.m. when the freight train plowed into 
three cars, one loaded with building 
m aterials, parked on the main tracks 
just north of the Millikan Avenue 
crossing. City police who made a 
routine investigation of the accident, 
said the point of impact was about 250 
feet north of the crossing. 
All three cars were knocked off the 
tracks and overturned. The through 
train continued on and finally came to 
a stop about halfway over the crossing. 
Debris and engine parts were scattered 
the length of the track. 


ONE MILLWOOD AVENUE resident 
reported she had seen the train ap­ 
proaching the crossing “pretty fast” 
and then heard the crash. She said 
when she looked out her window all she 
could see was dust. Other residents in 
the area heard the noise but no one 
apparently witnessed the actual crash.

G illigan’s appointm ent of H enry 
Eckhart as chairman of the Public 
Utilities Commission headed to an un­ 
certain vote in the Senate today. 
The action tended to overshadow a 
House vote on the 
Equal 
Rights 
Amendment to the U.S. Constitution, 
which many legislators contend m eans 
nothing 
in 
light 
of

decisions assuring wom en equal 
treatm ent. 
The Senate Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, by a 5-to-2 vote, Tuesday voted 
to reject the appointment of Eckhart. 
The Rules Committee immediately 


scheduled a full Senate confirmation 
vote for today. 
Eckhart was two years into his term 
when he resigned and Gilligan re­ 
appointed him to a new six-year term, 
enabling him to receive a $2,288-a-year 
pay increase. 
Eckhart barely escaped when he 
appeared before the Senate on his first 
appointment. The Senate failed to act 
on his confirmation, letting it become 
automatic when that session 
(the 
109th) ajourned.

however, would put him out of the

Another View 


Can it truly be said of mankind 
that "we are in the grip of a 
collective insanity that causes us to 
smash at the conditions that make 
life possible"? This disquieting 
assessment is advanced by Norman 
C'ousins. whose record as a per­ 
ceptive observer of human foibles 
lends 
substantial weight 
to his 
opinion. 
Cousins’ thesis is that we are doing 
our environment grave harm, and 
that we had better quit being so 
destructive 
and 
“ create 
the 
mechanisms for managing the af­ 
fairs of our planet." We had better 
do this, as he sees it, "if the human 
race is to continue in a reasonably 
civilized condition." 


The good sense of this is scarcely 
open to dispute. Over the past few 
years the American public has been 
made 
painfully 
aware 
that 
something is amiss in paradise. In 
response 
to 
widespread 
ap­ 


prehension about our deteriorating 
environment. Congress has been 
struggling to produce legislative 
remedies. Also, there is a growing 
perception that as fellow passengers 


aboard what Buckminster Fuller 
calls Spaceship Earth we must join 
forces internationally to deal with 
such problems on a global basis. 
Cousins seems to be proposing, if 
not precisely world government, at 
least a world organization with 


power to act in such matters. It is a 
solution that may be anathema to 
many of us. The fact is that a start 
has been made, with many natimis 
beginning 
to 
collaborate 
on 
regulation of such things as dumping 
at sea. 


Perhaps nothing more will be 
required than a series of firm 
agreements along this line, with 
individual nations 
committed to 


participating and subject to penalty 
for non-compliance. But a close eye 
should be kept on what is done. 


If 
such 
remedies 
prove 
inadequate, more vigorous steps 
must be taken to preserve our global 
environment. 
THESE DAYS. . .hr John Chamberlain 
Spreading the property base 


John McClaughry, who once tried to 
outline a program for Senator Charles 
Percy that would promote home 
ownership in rebuilt ghetto areas, is a 
man who won't be pushed out of sight. 
Frustrated in 
Washington 
by 
the 
continuing drift to socialism, he took 
himself to Vermont, thinking thereby 
to get back among people who believed 
in self-sufficient individuals. (Not all 
Vermonters do. but that is another 
story.) 
As a State Representative from 1968 
to 1972. he preached his gospel at the 
small community grassroots. Mean­ 
while he 
kept 
his lines open to 
Washington, working, with White 
House encouragement, on an 
Ex­ 
panded Ownership Report for the 
Sabre Foundation. The idea was to 
present a tissue of ideas to Presidential 
Assistant John D. Ehrlichman that 
would help the Nixon Administration 
spread a genuine property base in this 
country. 
Some of the Sabre Report recom­ 
mendations involve too much depen­ 
dence on complicated legislation for 
my libertarian taste. After all, the 
easiest and simplest way to spread the 
property base would be to let people 
keep more of their own money. But 
there seems to be no way of low'ering 
taxes, or going over to Milton Fried­ 
man’s recommendation of a flat-rate, 
income-tax system, that would still 
satisfy the m\Tiad hoggish pressure 
groups in our democracy, so maybe 
Mr. McClaughry's compensator\’ in­ 
tricacies are the best we can hope to 
get 


M R. M CCLAUGHRY is not in­ 
terested in helping the big corporations 
to grow bigger in concentrate hands. 
But he is no enemy of the sort of capital 
formation that we need to run modern 
industry. He has a plan for creating 
government-sponsore 
intermediary 
institutions that would provide equity 
investments for low and middle- 
income families. He would allow a 
more favorable tax treatment of profit- 
sharing trusts. He would completely 
revise the principle of gift and estate 
taxation, basing the government’s take 
not on the size of the donor’s or the 
deceased’s net worth but on the size of 
the individual bequests and the net 
worth of the recipient. He would give 
all sorts of breaks to home owners, 
particularly in 
the 
lower 
income 
brackets. He would require pension 


plans to provide for “ greater vesting 
and portability.’’ And, to get the whole 
thing rolling, he would have Nixon call 
a White House Conference on Ex­ 
panded Ownership, to be timed with 
prelim inary preparations for our 
upcoming bicentennial as a nation in 
1976. 


Mr. McClaughry’s program involves 
making the Internal Revenue Service 
an even more intimate part of our 
national life than it now is, which is 
hardly consonant with the idea that 
people should be encouraged to take 


care of themselves. But we have 
always been a paradoxical nation. The 
Pre-emption and Homestead Acts of 
the Nineteenth Century, the Federal 
Farm Loan Act of 1916, the Home 


Owners Loan Corp., the National 
Housing Act, the Bankhead-Jones 
Farm Tenant Act, the Small Business 
Act of 1953, and the tax deductibility of 
home mortgage income payments are 
well-known historic examples of 
government efforts to make people 
independent of government. We are in 
the habit of living with such con­ 
tradictions, and it is perhaps too much 
to hope that we will change. 


I COULD W ISH, however, that Mr. 
McClaughry had reached over the 
heads of the politicians in his crusade 
for expanding the private property 
base. After all, a number of companies 
have instituted good profit-sharing 


plans without waiting for the Internal 
Revenue Service to stick tax-remission 
carrots under their noses. Some of 
these companies are among our best 
profit-makers. Other companies have 
pension plans that don’t cheat those 
who see fit at some point to change 


their jobs. In the 1930s I wrote ex­ 
tensively on such property-expanding 
concepts as the Borsodi Plan for cut­ 
ting the costs of real estate subdivision. 
The consumers’ cooperative idea is an 
old 19th century story. 


Individuals don’t actually need the 
help of government to the extent that 
Mr. McClaughry proposes. But since 
most of them think they do, the Mc­ 
Claughry program will have to suffice 
until our present climate of opinion 
changes. It would be nice to think this 
could happen before our bicentennial 
year, but it probably will not.

In all the stir about the Pentagon 
Papers, with the continuing argument 
over their significance w'hich has 
brought an array of expert — and some 
not so expert — witnesses to the 
Ellsberg trial, one tends to think of the 
Vietnamese War as a private Ad­ 
ministration venture.

Asia 
while 
Congress was looking the other way. 
One stumbling block is the Tonkin 
Gulf Resolution, but the response on 
that has now become standardized: it 
was a sudden trick played on an 
overtrusting legislature. 
W ELL, THE TIM E has come to blow 
the 
whistle on 
this 
convenient 
retroactive amnesia. Since it is 
generally agreed that the Pentagon 
Papers were over-classified and that 
the material they contain should — in 
the interest or freedom of information 
— be available to the American people, 
I submit that the moment has arrived 
to declassify and release to the public 
and to interested scholars the full texts 
of the executive hearings held by the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
in 1964-66. 
An executive hearing is closed to the 
public and has customarily 
been 
employed by Senate and House com­ 
mittees when dealing with sensitive 
security or foreign policy issues. Oc­ 
casionally — as was done with the 
executive hearing on the Tonkin Gulf 
Resolution —- a “ sanitized’’ version is 
released after careful censorship. But

committee’s safes where — unless 
another Ellsberg surfaces — they are 
likely to remain indefinitely.

Robert S. McNamara, Ambassador

These were, as a number of par­ 
ticipants have confirmed, anything but 
seminars. The senators bor^ in with 
hard questions and I have every reason 
to believe that they got straight an­ 
swers. 
NOTE I AM not saying they got

more about Vietnam now than we did 
in 1964-65, and an honest answer in 1964 
may prove in the light of history to 
have been a gross miscalculation. 
What I am saying is that the key 
figures in the Johnson Administration 
leveled with the senators on the basis of 
what they knew and believed at the 
time. 
Maybe I am wrong and the record of 
these closed hearings (of which there 
must have been more than a dozen) 
will prove that the Administration did 
deliberately cozen the Congress. Or 
perhaps I am right and the record will 
indicate that, far from keeping key 
senators in the dark, the latter was 
furnished with full information and the 
best estimates of future options then 
available. 
It would also be interesting to read 
the exchanges between the senators 
and the witnesses to get a sense of the 
historical environment of the era. 
In any event, the full texts are in the 
safes (rf the Senate Foreign Relations 
(Committee and there can be no con­ 
ceivable motive for concealing them 
from the public. 
Let’s break them out and discover 
whether (Congress was in session when 
the crucial decisions on Vietnam were 
made.

Monday’s session 
marked the first time AW RT ever had 


been part of the regular NAB con­ 
vention schedule. 
The 22-year-old organization claims 
a national membership of 2,800 women 
in broadcasting and advertising, ac­ 
cording to Rose Blyth Kemp, A W RT’s 
president, and vice president of a small 
Los Angeles college that specializes in 
broadcast education. 
The three AW RT panelists, one of 
them Miss Kemp, downplayed the 
negative, accentuated the positive and 
essentially said sex discrimination in 
broadcasting is slowly on the way out. 
As a result they were accused of 
“ smugness’’ by a 
woman 
in the 
audience of both men and women. 
Except for that moment, there was 
little rancor or bitterness 
in

proceedings. And there was a pretty 
interesting claim made by one panelist 
and two male station managers in the 
audience. 
They said that while small radio 
stations offer a wide world of op­ 
portunities to 
women,

women try to gain experience with 
them before moving on to big-time 
broadcasting.

metropolitan areas to find jobs, rather 
than out to the small stations that could 
give them some experience in every 
phase of the business,” the panelist, 
Mrs. Virginia Pate Wetter, said in an 
interview.

“He’s a 
determined dog,"

An A ssociated P ress sto ry on 
Dumpy’s survival brought calls Sun­ 
day and today from across the country. 
Mrs. Guiler, who fielded only a fraction 
of the calls, said she'd talked to people 


in New York, Pennsylvania, Florida, 
Michigan and Louisiana. 
“About half of them want the dog, 
and the other half are disgusted and 
mad because the dog warden only got a 
five-day suspension." she said. 
The 
M ahoning 
County 
com ­ 
missioners suspended the deputy dog 
warden involved Saturday for five days 
for neglect of duty and conduct un­ 
becom ing 
an officer. 
The 
com ­ 
missioners also ordered the county to 
use carbon dioxide gassing in the 
future instead of the exhaust bypass 
system in the vans. 
Dumpy had been thrown in front of a 
bulldozer after the gassing, but he 
managed to stagger out of its path. The 
dog warden then shot him through the 
chest, but Dumpy m anaged to find 
cover behind some trash. 
The bulldozer operator said the

produced much more human suffering 
than any other one in the world.” 
Dr. Thomas P. Bowlus, a Toledo 
surgeon and president of the American 
Cancer Society’s Ohio Division, said: 
“This was a m ost inspirational 
meeting because 80 men and women, 
cured of cancer for five or more years 
participated in the event as living 
testimony that cancer can be cured.” 
Minnie Pearl, one of the country s 
best-known comediennes, addressed 
the audience on a rare serious note 
saying, “I know cancer can be cured 
now. In Ohio alone there are over 77,000 
men, women, and children alive and 
well today who guarded their life 
through early diagnosis and prompt 
treatment. We can’t ignore our health 
and expect to stay well. It’s what you 
don’t know that can hurt you.” Because 
Miss Pearl lost her mother and sister to 
cancer, she plans on working the rest of 
her life in fighting the disease to the 
finish.

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Commodity futures trading 


involves risks, hard facts 


NEW YORK (AP) — In the hectic, 
risky game of commodity futures 
trading, factors such as crop reports, 
w eather 
conditions, 
governm ent 
policy, consumer income, eating habits 
and world trade prospects all figure in 
the calculations. 
Seemingly it is a very real world of 
hard facts that, if studied and un­ 
derstood. will permit the speculator to 
forecast accurately the price of frozen 
chickens or corn or silver or 60 other 
items up to a year ahead. 
But there is an element of unreality 
too. In only about one per cent of trades 
does the speculator really want 
delivery at a future date. He is really 
trading in risks rather than products: 
most often he sells out before delivery. 
Who does get delivery: Eventually it 
ends 
up 
in 
the 
w arehouses 
of 
processors and distributors who really 
want and need to buy cocoa, hogs, 
coffee, bacon, eggs or what have you. 
Without real buyers, there s be no 
market. 
Producers and processors of com­ 
modities trade mainly because they 
want to stabilize their prices. They are 
willing to buy and sell at specific prices 
now—for commodities to be delivered 
at a future date. 
Speculators, who make up the other 
part of the market, are willing to 
assume the risk of price fluctuations. 
They bet that prices will be higher or 
lower months from now. If right, they 
collect their reward for taking the risk. 
In accepting this risk they relieve the 


processor or grower or distributor of 
any doubts about his cost of doing busi­ 
ness. He can ascertain expenses 
months ahead of the time his raw 
materials are sold or bought. 
If you want to probe deeper into the 
intracies of commodities—and if you 
play the game you must—you had 
better be prepared to doubt your in­ 
telligence. It can be an incredibly 
complex game, risky too. but it offers 
unmatched profits. 
It is a market, for instance, that 
rewarded soybean meal speculators 
who put up $600 in November 1972 with 
profits of more than SIO.(HK) when they 
sold out last month. For $300, iced 
broiler speculators netted $3,078 in the 
same time. 
Margin makes it possible. With cash 
on the line being only 5 to IO per cent of 
the purchase price—really a perform­ 
ance bond or earnest m oney—a 
speculator can develop tremendous 
leverage. Sometimes it's up. most often 
down. 
There is an old saying in the business 
that you never buck a trend and that 
you let your profits run. That is. if you 
believe prices are going to rise and 
they fall, sell out. If they continue to 
rise, stay with it. 
Most commodity officials seem to 
think that about 75 per cent of trades 
result in losses. Still, those who pick 
only 25 per cent correctly often make 
big profits because they jump off their 
losers quickly and ride their winners. 
No surprise then that trading is 
boomine. that a seat on the Chicago 


Mercantile Exchange costs more than 
one on the New York Stock Exchange, 
that volume on the Chicago Board of 
Trade has more than doubled in five 
years. 
I .ast year t he Board of Trade handled 
$123 billion in contracts. The Mer­ 
cantile Exchange produced $66 billion 
volume. And trading at Kansas City, 
Winnipeg, Minneapolis, New York and 
elsewhere pushed the total over $2(X) 
billion. 


What stocks are to New York, 
commodities are to Chicago, and both 
the Board of Trade and the Mercantile 
Exchange a re promoting popular 
participation. Helping along are some 
of the big stock houses, such as Merrill 
Lynch. 
The Thundering Herd, as ML is 
called, might be the world’s largest 
retailer of stocks and bonds but, yes, it 
is also keenly interested in com- 
modities and even offers a booklet to

LIBERTY CENTER, Ohio (AP) - 
Volunteers patrol the streets of this 
northern Henry County community 
every night so 1,200 residents can go to 
bed without worrying about arson. 
Families retire each night knowing 
that four fires have erupted in the town 
since November. State and local in­ 
vestigators point to arson in at least 
two of the blazes, which have caused a 
total of $1.5 million damage, but no 
injuries. 
“I don’t know if the patrols have been 
effective, but they make people feel 
better,” said Town Fire Chief Burdette 
Spiess. “You can go to bed knowing a 
patrol car is on the streets.” 
Since 80 residents volunteered to 
share patrohng the town from IO p.m. 
to 6 a.m. every night, “absolutely 
nothing has turned up,” said School 
Supt. Jack Slagle. 


The first blaze destroyed the 80-year- 
old high school, except for the cafeteria 
and the gymnasium. Then, two fires 
occurred within a month of each other 
at the town’s elementary school. The 
last fire in January leveled the com­ 
munity’s only grain elevator. 
Fire Chief Spiess said the two fires at 
the elementary school were set, “but 
we don’t know for sure at the high 
school. A faulty electrical wire is the 
only thing we could come up with. 
“I don’t know about the grain 
elevator. It burned so bad that we 
couldn’t tell anything. 
He said investigations of the fires are 
continuing. 


“Everybody is edgy,” said Slagle, 
who now works out of a mobile home 
near the high school ruins. “Everybody 
wishes the person was caught. 
“As far as the investigators and I are 
concerned, we are certain it is not a 
student or anyone connected with the 
school.” 
Slagle said, “The consensus is that it 
is somebody close at hand. We’re going 
on the opinion that it is somebody who 
has a very bad mental condition.” 
The three school fires caused $1.25 


million dam age and forced the 
relocation of high school students in the 
nearby elementary school. That move 
pushed 300 first, second and third 
graders into four area churches, one as 
far away as four miles from town. 
Slagle said 900 students are now 
crammed into the elementary school, 
which has a capacity for 650. 
Easing the crowding is as much as 
two years away when a new high school 
can be completed, he said. 
Slagle, his secretary and the clerk of 
the board of education work in a 65-foot 
mobile home on the school grounds. “ I 
work in the bedroom, my secretary in 
the living room and the clerk in the 
kitchen,” he said. Two sm aller 
bedrooms are used for files and 
mimeographing equipment. 
The superintendent said the trailer 
has been used for meetings, but in­ 
dicated the quarters were cramped 
with more than IO persons. 
Because of school work lost to the 
fires, Slagle said, classes will continue 
four days beyond the normal school 
year. 
He said, “I think the fires have 
brought the community much closer 
together. Everybody is more aware of 
things going on than before, and they 
are more observant of things at night.” 
Spiess said, “We have been scared— 
the whole community has been scared. 
It’s just one of those things that happen 
to a small town. 
“You read about it in a paper, but 
you never think it comes home. But it 
did.”

Showers, storms 
hit Midcontinent

Showers and thunderstorms scat­ 
tered light rain over the Plains and 
Mississippi Valley today as wet 
weather returned to the midcontinent. 
Turbulance in West Texas subsided 
after triggering thunderstorms, hail 
and a tornado in the Panhandle on 
Tuesday. 
Snow fell in the northern and central 
Rockies as temperatures dipped near 
freezing. Eight 
inches of snow 
blanketed Almosa, Colo., and four 
inches piled up in parts of Oregon. 
Locally heavy snow,

the mountains of the southern Plateau. 
Flagstaff, Ariz., collected an inch of 
snow, bringing to 25 inches the cover 
now on the ground. 
Flooding in the Mississippi and 
Missouri valleys remained a potential 
hazard to land, homes and inhabitants. 
Serious flooding was expected along 
the Mississippi River from the Quincy- 
Hannibal area in northern Missouri 


and Illinois through the St. Louis 
section to New Madrid in southern Mis­ 
souri. 
Both rivers continued to rise 
Tuesday, and the Coast Guard closed a 
200-mile stretch of the Missouri to 
commercial traffic from its mouth to 
Boonville, Mo. The Coast Guard said 
the closing was intended to prevent 
damage to levees and docks by the 
wakes of large craft. 
It was the first time since 1965 that 
navigation on the river had been 
halted, authorities said. 
The National Weather Service said 
the Missouri River is not expected to 
rise much more than seven feet over 
flood stage and may crest at St.

Schedule votes 
to overturn 
vo-rehab veto 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The crucial 
vote is likely in the House next week on 
a $2.6-billion vocational-rehabilitation 
bill, vetoed by President Nixon to force 
the year’s first showdown on spending 
with the Democratic-controlled Con­ 
gress. 
The Senate is expected to muster the 
needed two-thirds vote to override 
Nixon’s veto when it takes up the 
measure next Tuesday. The House out­ 
look is considered uncertain. 
Though both House and Senate 
passed the bill by lopsided margins, a 
House move backed by the Nixon 
administration to reduce it was beaten 
on a relatively close 213-165 vote. 
The measure, a three-year extension 
of the program that provides grants to 
the states for the physically and 
mentally handicapped, was the first of 
12 bills vetoed by Nixon last year, after 
Congress adjourned, to meet the same 
fate after repassage this year. 
This year’s bill is $800 million 
smaller than the one vetoed last year. 
An authorization measure, it sets the 
ceiling for the program with actual 
funds to be provided in a later appro­ 
priations bill. 
In his veto message Tuesday, Nixon 
declared that enactment of measures 
that surpass his budget could lead to a 
15-percent increase in personal income 
taxes. 
“If we allow the big spenders to 
sweep aside budgetary restraints,” 
Nixon said, “we can expect an increase 
of more than $50 billion in federal 
spending before the end of fiscal year 
1975.” 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., chief 
Senate sponsor, replied that “the 
President clearly hasn’t read this bill 
and doesn’t know what’s in it.” 
He said the vocationa-rehabilitation 
programs “have proven to be among 
the most cost-effective of any in the 
federal government” and added that 
this year’s bill “has met the President 
more than half way” by cutting $881 
million from the 1972 measure.

Getting By...(Second in a series of articles) 
$2,000 raise merely maintains an even keel 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) — A 
recent $2,000 raise has enabled the 
Marvin Menzels to maintain last year’s 
standard of living. 
“That should tell you something right 
there,” said Menzel, about his raise 
and promotion to a product manager at 
Honeywell Inc., the electronics and 
computer firm. 
“ Very few people have that good 
fortune and if it takes that drastic an 
increase to maintain your standard of 
living then I think the stituation is 
pretty serious.” His increase comes to 
about 13 per cent. 
Menzel, his wife Dawn and two 
children live modestly if not frugally on 
his new gross income of $17,000. While 
the Menzels haven’t had to make any 
major cutbacks, except for buying less 
expensive cuts of meat, neither can 
remember ever being so conscious of 
money and prices. 
Menzel is planning to replace his 1969 
Ford — she has a 1971 Pinto — but not 
before he does some serious com­ 
parison shopping. 
“I can’t remember when I’ve been so 
deliberate about buying a car,” said 
Menzel, 29. “It will probably be a 
traum a.” 
Last summer they planted a small 
vegetable garden for the children to 
play with. This year they plan to raise 
vegetables. 
Recently they tallied their canceled 
checks for food from Jan. I through 
March 15 of last year and came up with 
$299. This year the figure was $380.38. 
“ But we aren’t exactly eating like we 
were eating last year,” said Mrs. 
Menzel, 25. “ You watch more closely. 
You go from hamburger to the roast. 
You try to figure out where is the most 
waste by shrinkage or by bone.” 
Sirloin steak is now a company-only 
treat and a weekly menu more than 
likely will include spaghetti, hash, pork 
and chile. Sometimes she shops several 
times in one week because, she said, 
she can’t face spending a large sum of 
money all at once. 
A year ago she shopped at only one 
grocery store. 
Now it’s two and 
recently, when she wanted to fill her 
freezer, she went to three. 
For that shopping trip Mrs. Menzel 
scrutinized four full-page newspaper 
ads, clipped coupons and made three 
shopping lists. Before it was all over 
the excursion took two hours and cost 
$50.17 for IO bags of groceries. 
Bananas were IO cents a pound 
where she bought them; 
12 cents 
elsewhere. The beef steak she bought 
was 99 cents a pound; $1.59 at another 
store. She got turkey for 49 cents a 
pound instead of 59 cents and 79 cents 
at two other markets. 
The Menzels do not keep a formal 
budget but their joint checking ac­ 
count, which they balance carefully, 
serves that purpose. 
She writes a check for everything, 
even 72 cents to the newsboy. 
Both cars are paid for. In fact, she 
paid cash for the Pinto and insisted that 
the car dealer remove the white side­ 
wall tires and radio in order to bring 
down the cost. Menzel makes all the 
car repairs. 
Their decisions to buy are made 
carefully. They almost always pay 
cash and always buy sale items. When 
they bought their Mediterrean-style 
bedroom and living room furniture on 
sale, they persuaded the store to give 
them a cut on a color television and 
stereo console, too. 
Their only installment payment is on 
the 25-year, IV* per cent mortgage on 
their $32,000, three-bedroom home on 
the outskirts of Edina, a prosperous 
suburb of Minneapolis. Though they 
could have gotten more house for less 
money in another suburb, they chose 
this one in what she calls the “ poor 
man’s end of Edina” so the children 
could go to the area’s good schools. 
The Menzels have a simple lifestyle, 
centered around the Lutheran church 
and their family. They do not drink or 
smoke. 
She has no ambition to have a large 
house, a swimming pool or mem­ 
bership in the country club, not far 
from their home. Her most expensive 
dress cost $40, a purchase she feels 
guilty about but she rationalizes that 
she has worn it frequently. 
He needs a new suit, a $150 ex­ 
penditure, and possibly he would like a 
pool 
table 
for 
their 
basement 
recreation room. He will buy the suit. 
The pool table he can do without. 
They do most of the repairs on their 
home. They remodeled the kitchen for 
about $1,000, which included the pur­ 
chase price of a garbage disposal and 
dishwasher. They had the linoleum 
floor laid professionally, though they 
took up the old carpet and did the 
sanding themselves. 
Kristine, 5, attends a morning nur­ 
sery school which costs $21 a month but 
so far most of the children’s expenses 
are small.

However, Mrs. Menzel feels the 
prices of children’s clothes are 
outrageous. Kristine recently spotted a 
rain jacket in a store for $23. They 
didn’t buy it. 
One thing she refuses to compromise 
on is shoes. Scott’s cost $17; Kristine’s, 
$15. 


Garage sales are big business on the 
street of pastel-colored ranch-style 
homes and Mrs. Menzel often buys 
clothes for the children from neigh­ 
bors. A winter coat for Scott cost $4. 
She also got an eight-year-old sewing 
machine for $50 and she makes some of 
the children’s clothes on it. 
She tries to convey good spending 
habits to the children. When Kristine 
wants to pick out four packages of 
candy for her birthday party, she 
makes her choose only three. She re­ 
sists the temptation to let the children 
add items to the grocery cart. 
Even Scott recently exclaimed about 
the increase in prices when the tooth 
fairy left him 25 cents for a molar, in­ 


stead of the usual 15 cents. 
“ I guess the tooth fairy is doing all 
right,” said Mrs. Menzel. 
For entertainment, the Menzels go to 
a movie about once every two months 
at $2.75 per ticket. This year they have 
gone to several hockey games on a 
friend’s season tickets. At Christmas 
they saw the play, “ I Do, I Do,” at a 
dinner theater for $8 each. She goes to a 
ceramics class on Tuesdays which 
costs $1.50; and to Bible class on 
Wednesday which costs nothing. Baby 
sitters are $1 an hour when a neighbor 
is not available. 
Menzel saves through a stock option 
plan which allows him to buy up to 12 
per cent of his salary in Honeywell 
stock at a reduction. When the stock 
goes up in price, he sells it and uses

premiums. 
Each month 
he also 
automatically buys a $25 savings bond 
for the children’s education. 


By the end of the year, they may 
have$1,000 left in savings, not counting 
the savings bonds. 


On last year's vacation they went to 
visit her parents in Louisville, Ky. This 
year when Menzel has a business trip to 
California he plans to take the family to 
Disneyland. 
A deeply religious couple, the 
Menzels give close to IO per cent of 
their income to the church or the 
various causes that come to their at­ 
tention. Two weeks ago, a man in 
church took up a collection for the 
Indians at Wounded Knee, S.D. Menzel 
gave $8, every penny in his pocket. 
All things considered the Menzels 
think the cost of living increase may 
have come along at a time to make 
them think twice about their spending 
habits. 
“ It s probably been a good side effect 
on the cost of living increase — an 
increased awareness of how you are 
spending your money,” Menzel said. 
“ We are fortunate in not having to 
make any major adjustments, to some 
one as fortunate as we are it could be a 
blessing. For someone who is on a not 
too much lower income level than we 
are, I see nothing but disadvantages ...

A Doctor and His Patients 
The relationship between a doctor 
and his patients is built slowly on faith 
and mutual understanding. 
This structure assures patients of 
devotion, in addition to the effort to 
solve their physical, emotional, and, 
sometimes, even social problems. 
A bond that is so vital must, every 
once in a while, be revitalized so that it 
never is casually taken for granted. 
In order to do so, it is important for 
patients to project themselves in the 
lives of the doctor and consider the 
myriad factors that enter into any 
advice that he offers. 
The doctor and his knowledge 
represent years of intensive training. 
Yet he, too, is merely mortal. His own 
pattern of living presents problems 
that can be identical with those of his 
patients. 
All physicians have family respon­ 
sibilities. As parents, their problems 
are no different from those of their 
patients. 
And illnesses play a role in their lives 
as acutely as in the lives of their 
patients. 
Emotional upsets and conflicts occur 
with the same intensity, and demand 
time-consuming attention. 
Yet the doctor is too often expected to 
be almost superhuman in the control of 
his own emotions while acting as the 
stabilizer in the lives of his patients. 
One of the great contributions a 
patient can make in the doctor-patient 
relationship is to be sensitive and 
understanding of the pressures on the 
doctor as he tries to maintain a com­ 
plete picture of calm objectivity. 
The patient has the right to seek 
relief from his anxieties about illness. 


in addition to the treatment for his 
physical complaints. 
The doctor’s major responsibility is 
to return his patients to good health, 
and to assuage the fears and anxieties 
that are so destructive to the lives of 
his patients. 
The modern, secure doctor is able to 
say to his patients, “I don’t know yet 
what your problem is, but I will find 
out.” 
Patients 
sometimes 
unreasonably insist that a doctor 
commit him self immediately to 
knowing all the answers to all the 
problems that may arise. 
It is often imperative to seek ad­ 
ditional advice from specialists before 
a complex problem is ‘completely 
understood. Doctors freely seek such 
additional support, and patients should 
feel free to ask for such confirmation of 
a medical opinion. 
Open and frank discussion with a 
doctor about an additional opinion has 
many advantages. Doctors do not 
consider it is a reflection on them if a 
patient and his family ask for con­ 
sultation with a specialist. 
When there is complete faith in the 
relationship between doctor and 
patient, the patient asks the doctor to 
suggest a consultant rather than to find 
one without the doctor’s knowledge. 
Then the combined judgment really 
becomes valuable and the bond bet­ 
ween the 
doctor and patient 
is 
solidified. 
When any conflict arises between a 
doctor and his patient it can be 
clarified and rectified with an attitude 
of mutual respect. This bond is too vital 
to be sacrificed by petty misun­ 
derstanding.
